Henry Grat- 
tan Doyle rose rapidly; for in 1818 ho 
was made assistant professor and 
three years later he became Professor 
of Romance Languages. Leadership re- 
ceived recognition in the sppointment 
of Professor Doyle to the position of 
Dean of Men in 1927, which position 
he held until 1929. 

It' was in this year that the College 
of Arts and Sciences was divided into 
the Junior, Columbian, Engineering, 
and other colleges.

At present Dean Doyle is Working 
on a bibliography of the literature of 
Central America which is to be pub- 
lished by the Harvard University Press.
